Tue mass meeting called by the Keren 
bolters to elect a contesting delegation of 
108 to the St. Joseph convention and to ex- 
press the protest of that faction against 
the course pursued by Boss Filley in 80 
manipulating the party machinery as to give 
the opposition no representation at the State 
convention from St. Louis attracted to the 
Court-house at 1 o’clock p. m. one of the 
most heterogeneous and dangerous looking 


crowds ever assembled in this city. 

It had almost the appearance of a mob, 
and doubtless could have been easily con- 
verted to that character if the leaders felt 
Bo disposed. 

The mass meeting was advertised to oc- 
cur at 1 p. m. Two hours before that time

Then the Czar secured order for a consec- 
utive minute, while Mr. Spencer remarked 
that no further evidence was necessary to 
assure him that the Republican party of 
St. Louis no longer needed a guardian than 
this demonstration. He then called on the 
Secretary to read the call. 

But the crowd had no desire to hear the 
call, so they yelled some more. Mr. Cox, 
however, is supposed to have read the call, 
as he held a paper before him, and his lips 
were seen to move. 

Mr. Spencer managed to get in a word to 
the effect that Nathan Frank had been se- 
lected as Chairman. The corporation law- 
er then advanced and the crowd yelled 
or Ziegenhein. ‘ :

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DUKE AND PRINGE 


Henry of Orleans and His Stupid 
Cousin Fall Out. 


THE SIGNIFICANCE OF II. 


Prince Henry Is Too Pepular and Is a 
Candidate fer President of 
France. 


PARIS, May 9.—The Matin says that a 
rupture of amicable relations between the 
Duke of Orleans and his cousin, Prince 
Henry of Orleans, is imminent, and that 
the Duke will publish a manifesto cutting 
off Prince Henry from the Orleans family, 
and depriving him of the privileges of a 
Prince of the blood. 

Although the cause of the trouble is not 
stated, it has been an open secret for some 
time past that the Orleans family was 
displeased at the growing popularity in 
France of Prince Henry of Orleans, the 
elder son ot the Duke of Chartres and a 
cousin of the Duke of Orleans, the pre- 
tender to the French throne. Prince 
Henry recently returned from an exploring 
trip in China and Thibet. The discovery 
of the source of the Mekong River by the 
Prince and his companions brought the 


young traveler prominently before the 
public. On March 98 last Prince Henry 
was decorated with ths cross of the 


Legion of Honor, in accepting which he 
made a speech acknowledging the ex- 
istence of the Republic. He was also pre- 
sented with the gold medal of’ the French 
Geographical Society, and his utterances 
upon that occasion were much commented 
upon and gave rise to a rumor that he 
might ‘be a“ possible candidate for the 
Presidency of the French Republic.

Prince Henry's father earned consſder- 
able popularity by serylug in the French 
army under Gen. Chansey, in 1870, against 
the Prussians, assuming the name of 
Robert Le For? in order to evade the law 
of banishment. He was decorated with 
the cross of the Legion of Honor under 
that name by Gambetta. 


The Prince ts about 34 years of age and 
is a formidable factor in French politics at 
present. If the Duke of Orleans should die 
without issue the Duke of Chartres, father 
of Prince Henry of Orleans, would become 
heir to the throne. Besides, the Duke of 
Orleans, who visited the United States with 
his father, the late Count of Paris, is an 
unpopular, heavy witted young man, whose 
ridiculous proclamations and still more 
stupid utterances have earned the con- 
tempt of some of the most ardent of royal- 
ists. 

He has been co-respondent in a sult ter 


fan of little note, but whose wife is a singer 
of considerable prominence. The Duke is 
said to have followed the singer about dis- 
guised as a valet. This, with his burlesque 
of trying to make himself out a martyr by 
seeking imprisonment sooner than forego 
his right to serve in the French army, have 
made the Duke of Orleans an object of 
ridicule. 

The Duke's “‘bluff’’ at soldiering occurred 
on Feb. 7, 1890. He had attained his ma- 
jority four days previously, presented him- 
self at a recruiting office and asked to be 
enlisted in the French army. The matter 
was referred to the Minister of War, who 
ordered the Duke to arrested under the 
law of 1886, which prohibited. the entry into 
France of pretenders to the throne. Later 
the Duke was sentenced to two years’ im- 

risonment, but was pardoned when he had 
been laughed at from one end of France to 
the other. a 

About a year ago the Duke is said to 
have engaged in a fight at a fair at Se- 
ville, Spain, about a woman, and was nearly 


killed by stab wound. Another version of

Under these circumstances it is more than 
probable that if the Duke of Orleans really 
— a manifesto cutting off Prince 

enry from the Orleans family and depriv- 
ing him cf the privileges of a Prince of 
the blood, he will boom his cousin up to 
such a degree of popularity that, instead 
of n any way harm him, Prince Henry 
will be a prominent candidate for the Pres- 
idency of the republic, in succession to M. 
Faure, sen as the Bonapartists, at the 
suggestion of Prince Roland Bonaparte, the 
friend and admirer of Prince Henry of 

leans, are understood to be willing to 
agree to support the latter’s candidacy.

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NEW FENDER ORDINANCE, 


Effort Will Be Made to Do Away With 
Present Barbarous Gontrivances, 


Councilman Heckel has introduced a new 
fender bill in the Council which he thinks 


sible o save a few lives at least from 


the rapacity of the present barbarous con- 
trivances used by most of the street — 3 
way companies. 


The bill allows the roads six months in 
which to get ready and submit and

and bumpers of said cars will be cove 
and said fenders shall also be constructe 
so that they will drop autom 
shall be’otherwise designed to ca 
sustain any human being who: may be * 
the way of such cars. And 
and equip all their cars with front aad 
rear wheel guards.

MAY BE INVALID. 


Error Made by the Municipal As-' 
sembly in Its Passage. 


RESULT OF CARELESSNESS, 


It Amends a Section That Does Not Ex- 


ist, the Latter Having Already Been 
Amended at This Session. 


The underground wire bill is in serious 
danger of being declared invalid and ille- 
gal. 

The particular article and section of the 
revised ordinances it is intended to amend 
has already been amended by the very 
Same Assembly that passed the conduit 


bill, and likewise during the very same 
session of the Assembly. 

Both the Council and the House of Del- 
gates made a big blunder in the matter 


of legislation because of the haste in which 
the bill was passed. 

A few minutes spent in the City Reg- 
ister’s office among the ordinances of the 
city of St. Leuis makes the whole ma- 
ter very plain and simple. 

All the ordinances of the city are every 
four years bunched under one ordinance 
and then ‘divided into chapters, articles 
and sections. The last revision made in 
1888 was called ordinance No. 17188. 

The one four years before was ordinance 

. 14000. Under this ordinance, No. 17188 
is article 2, chapter 15, in regard to 
electric wires, tubes and cables. The first 
section of article 2, chapter 15, is section 
603, and the next is section 604. 

Some time last summer it was decided 
that the Board of Public Improvements 
had doo much power in the matter of 
controlling wires and conduits, so an 
amendment was passed changing section 
604 and substituting therefor a new séction. 
This amendatory ordinance was approved 
by Mayor Walbridge on July 31, 1896. 


The ordinance in question in its first or 
enacting section says: 

Section 1. Art.cle two, chapter fifteen, of 
ordinance number seventeen thousand one 
hundred and eighty-éight, entitled An 
ordinance in revision of the ordinances of 
the City of St. Louis, and to establish new 
ordinance provisions for the vernment 
of said city,“ approved April seventh, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-three, rela 
ing to electric wires, tubes and cables, is 
hereby amended by striking out section six 
hundred and four thereof, and inserting 
in lieu thereof a new section, to be known 


as section six hundred and four, and to be 
ds follows: Section six hundred and four. 


Then along toward the end of the ges- 
sion up bobs the conduit bill. The last 
amendment to Sec. 604 does not, of course, 
appear in the printed volume of the re- 
vised ordinances, and had been entirely 
forgotten by the members who passed it. 
It was as if it had not been. 

The conduit bill is drawn up to read _so as 
to amend the same section already amend- 
ed by the ordinance of July 31. In other 
words, thé’ conduit bill amends a sect 
that does not really exist. 

In almost the very words of the previous 
ordinance it goes on to amend Section 604 of 
article 2, chapted 16 of ordinance 17,188. 


The enacting clause of the conduit bill 
reads almost identically like the other, 
and says: 

Section 1. Ordinance number seventeen 
thousand one hundred and eighty-eight, en- 
titled An ordinance in revision of the or- 
dinances of the City of St. Louis, and to es- 
tablish new ordinance provisions for the 
government of said city,“ approved April 
seventh, eighteen hundred and ninety-three, 
is hereby. amended by striking out section 
six hundred and four, of article two, of 
chapter fifteen, and inserting in lieu thereof 
the fallowing. .

M’KINLBEY’S FINANCIAL RECORD. 

Now that McKinley’s nomination seems 
assured, the Eastern bankers and bond- 
holders have begun a systematic cam- 
paign to compel him to declare that he 
favors the single gold standard and gold 
monometallism. These people care noth- 
ing for polities as usually understood.

and the candidates of both parties, it is a 
matter of indifference to them which 
wins. The only politics which they 
know or care anything about is their 
pocket interests. 

Their anxiety about McKinley is Well 
founded. He cannot declare himself a 
gold standard man without falsifying his 
financial record. Here is that record: 
On Nov. 5, 1877, Mr. Bland moved in 
the House of Representatives to suspend 
the rules and pass a bill authorizing the 
free coinage of standard silver dollars. 
On the roll-call Mr. McKinley voted yea. 
In the Senate the Bland bill was 
amended so as to provide for the free 
coinage of not less than $2,000,000 or more 
than $4,000,000 worth of silver bullion into 
standard dollars, .and in that form 
it passed both houses of Congress, Pres- 
ident Hayes vetoed the bill Feb. 28, 1878. 
On motion to pass the bill over the veto 
Mr: McKinley voted yea. 

At the Republican National Convention 
of 1888, Mr. McKinley was Chairman of 
the Committee on Resolutions, and re- 
ported a platform which declared that 
“the Republican party is in favor of 
the use of both gold and silver as money, 
and condemns the policy of the Demo- 
cratic administration in its efforts to 
demonetize silver.“ 

But the most decisive and definite 
statement of his views orn bimetallism is 
to be found in a speech which he deliv- 
ered im the House of Representatives on 
June 24, 1890. In that speech (see Con- 
gressional Record, vol. 21, page 6,447) he 
said: ' 

I am for the largest use of silver in the 
currency of the country. I would not AGis- 
honor it; I would give it equal credit and 
honor with gold. I would make no discrim- 
ination. I would utilize both metals as 
money and discredit neither. I want the 
double standard. 

If, in face of this record and this utter- 
ance, Mr. McKinley should declare him- 
self in favor of the single gold standard, 
he would simply furnish proof that he 
has been bulldozed by the moneyed in- 
terests and is therefore unfit to he Presi- 
dent of the United States.

‘HUNGER, POVERTY, DISEASE. 


Only One te Accept Weyler’s 
Offer of Amuesty. 


NDW YORK, May 9.—A’ special to the 
Herald from Havana says: The condition 
of Havana is deplorable. Important busi- 
ness houses are closing every week; others 
are threatening to close, reducing the forces 
and cutting down the salaries of those who 
remain, while the prices of living, always 
high here, are constantly increasing. Sto- 
ries of want and misery are heard on every 
side, and everybody looks forward to the 
worst summer in the history of the island. 


Great cigar and cigarétte houses—the main 
industry of the city—are holding down as 
much as possible, as there is not enough 
deaf tobacco in sight to carry them through 
the summer. 

Antonio Maceo’s destructive campaign 
in the Vuelta will immeditely compel many 


j factories to suspend, and deprive thousands 


of families of their means of subsistence. 

Small-pox has increased in Havana re- 
cently, and the authorities have been stirred 
to A om action to isolate patients to some 
extent. 

It is learned that the health of the soldiers 
massed along the trocha is very bad. The 
turning up of und across the island and 
the massing of men without sanitary ar- 
rangements result in innumerable cases of 
malarial fevers. The insurgents say this is 
hardly a beginning. When the rains come 
the ditches will become muddy streams, the 
little forts along the edges will crumble 
and fall, and fever will decimate the ranks.
